Prepare Eastern Defense. 


In the eastern arena the German

Russians Impose Fines. 
In East Prussia the Russian forward 
movement seems to continue and it is, 
said that the Russian generals are im-' 
posing on the captured towns fines in 
proportion to those levied by the Ger- 
mans on the cities of Belgium. These 
fines correspond with the population 
of the towns taken. 
The British operations against the 
Turks have spread the conflagration 
to the southern entrance ot the Red 
Sea, where Indian.troops assisted by 
British warships have taken a Turkish 
fort. 
In the Caucasus the- Russians 
and Turks are still at grips, both sides 
claiming victories. 


Paris Announcement. 
Paris, Nov. 16.—The French official. 
announcement given out in Paris this 
afternoon says that yesterday along 
the Yser canal between Nieuport and 
Dixmude the fighting was limited to 
artillery exchanges. The Germans-en- 
deavored to cross the Yser canal be- 
tween Dixmude and Bixschoote and a 
German regiment was destroyed south 
of Bixschoote.

London. Nov. 16.—The armies of the 
allies and of Germany remain dead- 
locked in West Flanders today along 
the battle line where the snow is an- 
kle deep.

began their work. In every city anil 
most every town of the country, banks 
formally became members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank system. 


A Complete Revolution. 


The inauguration of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank today marks a complete 
revolution in Uncle Sam's currency 
system. Its builders claim It will keep 
too much money 
from- flowing into 
Wall street to the detriment of the 
rest of the country, enable one section 
of the country to better aid the busi- 
ness of another section 
in 
time of 
need, strengthen credit in times of 
stress, and thus, by keeping the money 
supply evenly distributed and more 
easily available, cure the country of 
the panic disease which has been re- 
curring about every twenty years for 
the past century. 
The way it is going to.affect the 
average person is something like this: 
If John Smith in Kansas has a wheat 
crop that he wishes to move, and if 
Kansas is short of money, then the 
Federal Reserve Board will aid the 
Kansas City regional bank in getting 
money at any or all of the other elev- 
en regional banks. It may be that 
Atlanta hasn't the money to spare, or 
that New York may be financing for- 
eign shipments, or that Boston needs 
her money for the mills, but San Fran- 
cisco may have plenty of cash to spare. 
If so, then the San Francisco money 
will be used to move the wheat crop in. 
Kansas, the entire system of credit

GERMAN SPIES ANNOY 


RUSSIAN TROOPS .IN EAST. 


[SPECIAL TO Till! OAZBTTE.) 


Petrograd, Nov. 16.—Fresh examples 
of the ingenuity displayed by German 
spies are being discovered almost 
daily, and the utmost vigilance has 
to be maintained in territory occupied 
by Russian troops. Recently it be- 
came apparent that information as to 
the positions and movements of troops 
at Insterberg was being conveyed to 
the enemy, but try as they might the 
Russians could not locate the spy or 
fathom his methods. There were no 
telegraph or telephone wires avail- 
able, nor was it possible for couriers 
to do the work. By day or night the 
so-called "optical connections," helio- 
graphs, lights, smoke, etc., could not 
exist, yet the Germans were obtaining 
accurate and rapid information. 


The Russian staff came to the con- 
clusion that the only solution was 
submarine lines laid before the out- 
break of hostilities. 
This assumption 


should never be a stringency of cur- 
rency as has happened many times in. 
the past, but that the entire resources 
of the whole country should be ready 
on demand to help any needy section. 


i Replaces Old System. 
The new banking and currency act, 
approved by the president on Decem- 
ber 23, 1913, replaces 
the 
system, 
known as the national bank system, 
inaugurated toward the end of the civil 
war. 
Under the old system, the na- 
tional bank currency was based upon 
government 
bonds deposited, in the 
treasury and the currency thus issued 
has been classed 
by economists as 
bond secured 
currency.

was developed not only to nationalize 
and unify the currency 
which 
had 
heretofore consisted of notes issued by 
state banks—but as well to create a 
market for United States bonds, and 
in this way to sustain their value. It 
was successful entirely in the latter 
purpose, but it outwore its- usefulness 
as a banking system because of its 
lack of elasticity.

May Issue Currency. 
One of the most important functions 


Is as a bank of issue and redemption of 
currency for it may secure from the 
treasury government notes known as 
Federal Reserve notes, which it is au- 
thorized to issue against commercial 
paper with a minimum gold reserve of 
forty per cent. Besides this, Federal 
Reserve Banks are 
granted 
certain 
powers in the matter of operations in 
the open market, such as the purchase 
of commercial paper, foreign exchange,

He finds fault with someone or something almost every moment of tlie time 
he is in the house. And even when he is not actually making himself disa- 
greeable, his housemates are under nervous tension for 
fear he is about to break out. His children will not stay 
in an otherwise pleasant home because he makes the 
atmosphere so unpleasant. A little corroborative note 
from the eldest daughter makes it plain that the mother 
herself is not to blame for these conditions, but is being 
worn out in the effort to act as a buffer between the 
father's irritability and the children's resentment.

Bears Same Relation to Things Eter- 


nal That Science Bears to Things 


Temporal. 


That science and faith, the know- 
ledge of things temporal on the one 
hand and knowledge of things spir- 
itual on the other, do not 
contra- 


dict 
but 
rather 
tend 
to .support 
each 
other 
in 
God's 
plan 
for 
the universe, was the theme dwelt up- 
on by the Kev. James A. Robinson at 
the United Brethren church Sunday 
morning. The text for the discourse 
was found in second Corinthians o, 7: 
"For \ve walk by faith, not by sight." 


Rev. 
Robinson 
indicated the two 
realms oi human thought and activity, 
the physical and the spiritual. In the 
ono we gain our knowledge through 
our senses, in the other our knowledge 
is the faith which tells us of the omni- 
potence of God's kingdom. The world 
of sense deals with the purely physi- 
cal aspect of the universe striving to 
learn the method and the manner in 
which things that are broflght to our 
attention through the senses come loj 
be so. Faith, however, deals with the 
reason for our earthly existence. 
It 
is our knowledge gained through the 
Bible and through Christ's promises, 
of the things which shall endure for- 
ever. 
These 
two 
seemingly 
opposite 
realms are not opposed the one to the 
other, the speaker explained. True, 
.scientists in their search for know- 
ledge of the physical objects which we 
see, hear, smell, taste and feel, will 
not deny the 
importance and great- 
ness of the spiritual side of pur na- 
tures. 
Instead they reconcile the 
physical universe with the spiritual 
and through faith the two become in- 
terlocked, 
the spiritual 
uppermost, 
giving a well-rounded perfect develop- 
ment of life and thought. 
When men become dulled to the 
world of sense, when sight and hear- 
ing fail, 
when their 
bodies become, 
paralyzed, there can be gained little I 
knowledge of 
the temporal 
things 
about them and the sense life seems 
vague and useless. It is the same way 
when out spiritual senses are para- 
lyzed. 
If we have no fight in God's 
promises as revealed through 
the 
Bible, if we do not trust in the mes- 
sage of Christ, if we do not hold "The 
assurance of things hoped for," Paul's 
definition of faith, then our spiritual 
lives are futile and we are no better 
than the animals which live entirely 
in the world of sense. 
W.thout this faith, this spiritual 
knowledge by which our souls reach 
outward and upward toward the cre- 
ator by whose wisdom and power the 
order and conformity of the physical 
world is maintained, man cannot at- 
tain his natural and fullest develop- 
ment. 
He will be lacking in the one 
gr«it essential which lifts him above 
the plane of the mere brutes. 
Rev. Robinson gave illustrations of 
the power of faith by 
which great 
things, even the seemingly impossible, 
have been accomplished since the time 
of Abraham, the patriarchs 
and the 
prophets. 
If men possess .this faith 
this knowledge of the eternal, it will 
give them untold comfort and conso- 
lat:on even though 
time 
may take 
away their 
sight and 
remove their 
powers of physical enjoyment through 
the senses. 
Faith comes from God 


,_and will abide forever.

Jones 
Declares 
General Starvation 


and Admiral Bankruptcy to 


Invade America by 


Immigration.

Washington, D. C., Nov.. 16.—How 
long will'present prosperity continue? 
If the European war ended today or 
next week, we believe our farmers 
would still feel the prosperity next 
year, which Europe's extraordinary 
demand for our grain has brought. 
Europe cannot seed • her 
fall crops 
now upon her bloody battlefields, nor 
anywhere while her farmers are fight- 
ing; in her armies. 
The horrors- of the -war are pictured 
to us daily by the newspapers, but 
the economies of the war are largely 
forgotten, and they do not end with 
the bills for gunpowder and cannon; 
we must 
consider the 
economical 
side of the situation, and it is not 
the least serious phase. 
Our farmers must supply the food 
not grown in Europe, and so the 
prices in 1915 will be high, -whether. 
the 
war continues throughout the 
year or ends tomorrow. 
But after it is all over—then what? 
Do bankrupt men or nations prove 


profitable customers? 
Can Europe, 
without a treasury, continue to buy 
our wheat? 
Will 
she 
eat ' white 
bread? Will she be able to 'buy our 
food at all? 


She must do so or starve? That is 
easy to say, but the ghastly alterna- 
tive is real—"or starve."

Answer—This is undoubtedly the 
wooly aphis which is quite common in 
Wisconsin and is not considered a 
serious pest in this northern country. 
These insects, which are a form of 
plant lice, are usually found in group» 
and are covered with a whitish secret- 
im which gives the mass the appear- 
ances of a tuft of wool. 
It is most 
often observed in wounds made by 
pruning or some other cause. These 
Insects may be on the trunk where 
they are easily- discovered or on the 
roots .where they are more difficult to 
detect. 
The appearance of the tree 
however, may indicate their presence 
on»v5Siro°^- Badly 
infected • trees 
unthrifty, the foliage turns yellow,

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GERMANY TELLS U. S. 


OF LOUVAIN DAMAGE 


Embassy at Washington Gets Official 


Report on Demoralization of 


Great Art Center. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—The follow- 


offlcial report covering the damage at 
lyouvain has been 
received 
by the I 
German embassy at Washington. The i 
report is made by a commission of 
art experts officially 
appointed and 
headed by Privy Councilor von Falke. 
He reports as follows: 
1 have the honor to report to your 
excellency about the condition of the 
art treasures 
in 
Louv.iin, 
which I 
carefully investigated with Professor 
Dr Merier, at that time mayor of the 
city, on Sept. 14. 1914. 
The old maison cie Tiseur, serving 
as library and university, has been 
completely burned out with the ex- 
ception of the two facades (front fa- 
cade Gothic with renaissance, rear 
facade late renaissance), and with it 
the regrettable loss must be reported 
of the library and its very valuable 
treasures 
in 
manuscripts. Attend- 
ants of the library, who could ha>3 
drawn attention to the rescue of tiie 
endangered treasures, were not on 
the spot at the time of the burning of 
the houses on either side of the hall. 
Tt is not probable that remnants of 
the books could be found among the 
ashes. 
Aside from this heaviest loss and 
despite the damage to St. Peters 
church 
losses in art 
treasures of 
great importance are not to be com- 
plained of at Louvain. 
The late Gothic 
city hall, which 
had been restored to a peat extent 
in late years and was still in process 
of restoration, was preserved intact, 
because at thr order of the command- 
der. Mayor von Manteuffel, 
who en- 
deavored to limit the conflagration as 
far as possible, the nearest 
burning 
houses on the endangered right side 
were razed. The troops removed In 
time and at personal 
sacrifice, four 
of them suffering 
heavy injuries, a 
large amount of ammunition from the 
storeroom on the ground floor of the 
city hall, which was 
threatened by 
the heat of the conflagration. Thanks 
to the care of the German troops, and 
notwithstanding its 
situation in the 
burning quarter, neither the right in- 
ner or outer architecture of the city 
hall was injured. 
On the 
other 
hand, St. Peter's 
cJiurch, whose roof was set on fire 
by flying embers, was 
considerably 
damaged, but not to such an extent 
that the nricinal condition could not 
he restored. 
The adjoining tabermt- 
clc. a very fine late Gothir stone work 
by the building of tho city hall, M. 
(If. Layens. was barelv 
touched 
by 
fallinc ilebris, so thnt only some of 
the pinnacles were broken. Near the 
main entrance the bell, falling from 
the burning roof, broke through the 
vaulting. 
Entirely untouched 
remained, fur- 
thermore, the late Gothic lectern 
made of rich 
stone work, with the 
pained and gilded crucifixion group 
on it as well as the entire choir, to- 
gether with its (modern) glass paint- 
ings, monuments and inner and outer 
.irrhHerture. 
The 
valuable 
Got'.iic 
choir chairs of six pews and 
the 
carved pulpit, a noteworthy piece of 
nrt from the year 1742, remained com- 
pletely intact. 
The wrtures in the choir chapel, 
amorg them the most valuable and ir- 
replaceable 
treasures of Louvain— 
viz. the works of Direk Bonts and of 


the master of Flemalle, were rescued, 
besides all movable objects of art in 
St. Peter's church, by First Lieuten- 
ant of the Reserves Thelemann, gov- 
ernment councilor in the 
imperial 
railroad ministry, and carried into a 
room in the city hall, where they are 
under the surveillance of the mayor. 
Absolutely uninjured we 
find 
here 
the large canvas of the "Last Sup- 
per," by Direk Bonts, and his "Mar- 
tyrdom of St. Erasmus," the "Cruci- 
fixion," in the manner of the master 
of Flemalle, besides two pictures of 
the donators, which seem to be by 
another 
hand. Furthermore, 
there 
are three pictures by ,7. von Rillaerz 
and a number of later 
paintings "f 
less 
importance. The rich church 
treasures. • consisting of eight silver 
figures of saints, partly from the fif- 
teenth 
and sixteenth 
centuries, a 
Gothic Incense holder, Gothic and re- 
naissance 
monstrances 
from 
the 
eighteenth century, lamps, 
candela- 
bras and other sacred utensils, were 
all complete in the city hall. 
Of the 
old art 
treasures 
of St. 
Peter's church, therefore, only 
the 
wind screen is destroyed: the actual 
stone edifice of 
the church 
is pre- 
served. Until the restoration of the 
roof a temporary roof of tar paner is 
to nrotect the interior. 
An architect 
of Louvain was given this task by 
the mayor. 
The conflaeration, which was call- 
ed forth by the revolt of the popula- 
tion and then snread by the storm, af- 
fected principally the rows of houses 
at the railroad 
station 
and in the 
center of the city. The other churches 
of Louvain lie outside of the burned 
section, which constitutes about one- 
sixth of the city. They 
were 
not 
touched 
by the fire. Consequently 
the churches of Michael, Jacob and 
Gertrude, with all their partly very 
remarkaVe art 
treasures 
and also 
the College du St. Bsnrlt. with its li- 
brary, stand untouched. Resnectfully,

Conflicts 


Describes Former as Terrible 


War Meeting. 


(Correspondence of The A. P.) 


Paris, Nov. 16.—The Aftenblatt of 


Stockholm publishes a letter from a 
German officers to & friend in Sweden 
giving the following impressions of 
an engagement near Chalons during 
the battle of the Marne. 


"In the neighborhood of Chalons I 


took part in the most terrible battle 
that I have ever seen; I was, however, 
at Liege, at Namur and at Longwy. 
Since it was impossible for our artil- 
lery to silence the French batteries, 
we decided to charge, thinking the 
French and English would fly before 
the German bayonet; the experience 
proved that our dieas on that subject 
were entirely erroneous. 
"Two of our regiments were order- 
ed to take the allies' position by 
storm. 
The French, however, were 
ready to receive us and there ensued 
such a butchery as never was seen in 
this or any themselves on us. They 
were mostly Turcos and Zouaves, 
strong devils against whom it is im- 
possibue to fight. A Zouave, with a 
gun ,bayonet fixed, is the most in- 
ternal thing that can be described. 
"Savage cries of pain and of anger 
resounded through the wood. A great 
many men fell there and saturated the 
ground with blood. Soon the French 
artillery came into action and its pro- 
jectiles completed the work of the 
bayonet. Our men beat a retreat at 
full speed across the wood now In 
flames. Those who had escaped the 
bayonet fell under the rain of bullets 
and lay burning in the thickets. Only 
60 men of my regiment returned. Of 
the other only 11 came back, and of 
the 71 survivors, .all were more or 
less greviously wounded. 
"I followed the campaign in Man- 
churia, but I think in the course of 
the five first days of the battle of the 
Marne, more victims fell than were 
counted in the battles of Mukden and 
of Liao-Yang." 
Another evidence of the murderous 
character of the fighting in this battle 
is furnished by a French 
soldier's 
letter published by the Depeche de 
Toulouse. "We have been fighting 
for three weeks to the east of Verdun 
In the region of the Tournon, Geni- 
court and Saint Mediel forests," he 
wrote. "We advance, but very slow- 
ly because the "boches" (Germans) 
are strongly 
entrenched. For ten 
days we occupied trenches only 400 


yards from theirs, and they did all 
that was humanly possible to break 
through. 
They charged as many as 
ten times a day and at night they 
tried to approach by creeping along 
the ground. 
But all their assaults 
were repelled with great slaughter; 
3,000 German bodies were left in 
front of our trenches. 
"After every repulse each of our 
men grabbed two or three mausers 
with amunition from the bodies ot 
the dead and stood them alongside in 
the trenches, and when the enemy 
came back he was received 
by fire 
from his own weapons. 
"To guard against surprise at night 
we took all the empty beef cans, tied 
them to a cord and piled them so that 
when the 
Germans came creeping 
toward our lines and the cord was 
touched, they made enough noise to 
give the alarm. 
One night when the 
cans rattled, we replied with immedi- 
ate volleys and there was no more 
disturbance that night; In the morn- 
ins we counted five hundred dead Ger- 
mans lying on the ground within a 
hundred yards of the trenches.

i phoned to State Veterinarian O. H. 
Eliason, who went immediately to the 
infected farm 
near Evansville and 


confirmed the early 
diagnosis. 
All 
the cases, both positive and suspic- 
ious, throughout the state have been I 
traced by 
Wisconsin 
veterinarians,! 
who have examined upwards of 100 i 
herds to date. They are discovering 
several shipments which never were! 
reported to the state 
authorities. 
Agents of the federal bureau of ani- 
mal industry are active in exterminat- 
ing infected herds, but it is noted that 
the preliminary work in locating in- 
fected animals was done by veterin- 
arians under license of the state of 
Wisconsin.
